The first of the week the three wo­ 
men wore arrested by the polic and 
locked up in Jail, as they were not 
able to furnish the bail bond asked. 
The arrests created a sensation in 
the lower section of the city, and 
this morning it was found impossi­ 
ble to hold court in recorder’s court 
as the room was not large enough 
to seat the witnesses who had been 
called by the police and the throng
